The arbitration treaty between Great 
Britain and France was signed here to- 
day by Foreign Secretary L.ansd.owne 
and the French Ambassador, M. Cam- 
bon. The text of the treaty Is as fol- 
lows: 


"The government of the French Re- 


public- and the government of His Brl- 
uuiic Majesty, signatories of the con- 
vention concluded at The Hague, July 
2!), 1809, for the peaceful settlement of 
international disputes. 


"Considering that by Article 19 of 


that Treaty, the high contracting pow- 
ers reserve to themselves the right of 
concluding agreements with the view 
tit have recourse to arbitration in all 
ruses in which they shall consider It 
possible to submit thereto, have au- 
ihoilzed the undersigned to agree to 
the following provisions: 


"Article ].—Differences, of a judicial 


order, such as relate to the interpreta- 
tion of treaties existing between the 
two contracting powers, 
which 
may 


arise between them and which may not 
be possible *o settle by means of dl- 
p!-omacy, shall be submitted to the per- 
manent court of arbitration and board 
at The Hague by the convention of 
July 29, 3S99, on condition, however, 
tliat they do not involve either vital in- 
terests or the independence or honor of 
the two contracting states and that 
they do not affect the interests of a 
third power. 


"Article 2.—In each particular case 


the high contracting parties, before ad- 
dressing themselves to the permanent 
court of arbitration, shall sign a spe- 
cial arbitrating 
bond 
setting 
forth 


clearly the subject under dispute, the 
extent of th-e powers of the arbitrators 
and the details to be observed as re- 
gards the constitution of the arbitra- 
tion tribunal and the procedure. 


"Article 3.—The 
present 
arrange- 


ment is concluded for a term of five 
years from the date of signing:."

In regard to the spots on the sun, Pro- 


fessor Charles Burckhalter of tha Chabot 
Observatory said: 


"For the lost few days I have observed 
these blotches and have watched tbftlr 
course with interest. Of course, the pres- 
ence of these spots on the sun's surface 1's 
nothing unusual and in my opinion docs 
not denote cause for any trouble in the 
form of a storm on this earth. From pres- 
ent Indications it rs very probable that 
tho spots will remain in evidence for but 
a. very short time. There are fotir pn'n- 
cipal spots, tile first and third being the 
most prominent, but a cluster of smaller 
blotches- surround these. 
"There is a certain magnetic connection 
between the spots on the sun and the 
earth, btit I do not think that any electri- 
cal disturbances here will result. These 
spotn appear .periodically and yet with 
some uncertainty, and according- to past 
performances the ones which wa observe 
ioday should ha.ve made their appearance 
more than a year ago: 
The spots today 
are near tho western limit of the sun and 
•will soon pass oft the surface, with a 
probability of them reappearing."

stern swung around a line was thrown 
out and Fields, dressed in blue juinp-_ 
ers like a deckhand, piled over the side" 
to make the hawser fast. Having done 
this, Fields coolly walked away, Having 
apparently made a, safe landing. 


BOLD TO RECKLESSNESS. 


In recklessness born of too much assur- 
ance, the boatswain In deckhand's clothes 
walked up to the gang plank and sa- 
luted the mate, inquiring if there was 
anything more for hi'm to d'o. 
Inspector J. A. Ross, a quick-witted 
customs officer, happened to rub against 
the man and felt the tins of opium under 
his jacket. 


SEARCHED AT ONCE. 


Boatswain Fields was searched at once 
and It was found he wore a harness fitted 
with numerous pockets. 
In tiiese pockets were twenty tins of 
opium. 
All the searchers were Immediately or- 


dered aboard 
the steamer 
by "Deputy 
Surveyor Chauncey St. John, and In a 
secret shelf back of a drawer t'n Boat- 
swain Fields' room another twenty tins 
of opium, making forty tins in all, were 
found. 
Fi'elcls' smuggled opium seized by the 
inspectors is worth J300. the duty amount- 
ing to $120 even at the present tariff. 


BIG RISK FOR TEN DOLLARS. 


Fields' salary was $50 and board per 
month. 
he says he risked the loss of 
this position and walked into the shadow 
of prison for J10. given to him by a. Chi- 
nese In Seattle, who asked him to land 
the opium. 
If this story be true—the 
tale is rot 
credited by the customs officers—then the 
smuggling of opium over the boundary 
line into Washington may be still going 
on. 
The Government has believed that 
the cut In the tariff put a stop to the il- 
legal traffic in this drug. 
A rigid investigation in the north will 
be made by the Government agents at 
once.

Europe, indicating: that conditions there 
are unprecedented for thirty years. Ger- 
man buyers have invaded Antwerp and 
Amsterdam, the principal cutting cltie.s 
of the continent, and purchased all thw 
rut and polished goods in sight.

Close upon the heels of the Ignoring 


by the grand Jury of indictments 
aga'nst the leaders of the mob that re- 
cen-ly burned a negro to death In 
Wilmington, Delaware, the body of a 
outraged and murdered girl has been 
found in a vacant lot in that city. It 
doeii not appear therefrom that tha 
atrccious 
lynching- of an atrocious 


criminal has operated as a deterrment 
of i he particular offenae for which ho 
suff -red a horrible death. 
Even the 


Immunity granted the lynchers has 
fuilc.d to impress salacious murderers. 
The women of Wilmington are no saf- 
er t!mn they were before the city was 
disgraced on'tho pretense that tho dis- 
play of mob savagery was neconsary to 
protect tho lives and virtue of defense- 
less women. 


In his charge-to the grand jury Chief 


Justice Lore almost demanded that in- 
dict? nents b« brought in against tl)» 
accused, 
who 
were 
unquestionably 


gulliy. It Is doubtful, however, if this 
adjuration made the Jury more in- 
clined to indict. Mora likely It had the 
oppc 3lte effect, for there Is a feeling 
abroad that th« lynching would not 
have occurred had the judiciary shown 
due diligence In the matter. Because 
the Judge desired to go on a vacation 
he refused to call a special grand Jury 
;o teke action, and ev«,n ventured to re- 
bukr the public for demanding 
a 


speedy trial. This he regarded as in 
the JIght of an Impertinence, and Inti- 
mated that the accused could not be 
given a fair trial In the excited state 
of t':e community. As 
the 
negro's 


guilt was admitted, lt-ls-difflcult to see 
how bis rights could have been jeop- 
ardli ed. 


Then Chief Justice Lore delivered 


an aJdress before the Chautauqua so- 
jety In which he denounced lynching, 
and :ook occasion to refer to the Wil- 
mington case. He also defended the 
[elax s of the courts. Thus, when he 
harired the grand Jury, he spoke as a 
iarti-;an. His attitude was,that of an 
mpl;:cable avenger, and not that of 
.n impartial judge. 
He had already 


ried and condemned the persons whom 
e c\( sired to Indict, and he had further 
ggr:.vated public sentiment by becom- 
ng :•. defender of judicial laches.
